to be anxious to change the subject. 
I was fortunate enough to get a little 
Insight into their beliefs, but before I

scatter a few thoughts on the subject 
of Irish wit. 
Here I have set down a conversa­ 
tion of a typical Irishman, but you will 
notice that there is 
nothing witty 
in 
what he says. 
In hooks he is witty, 
and in Scotland the Scotchm an is w it­ 
ty, as I had occasion to notice many 
tim es last year when I was there, but 
In Ireland (I record personal 
im pres­ 
sions) the Irishman is not witty, as I 
m et him in the peasant class.

conversed with dozens and scarcely a 
witty reply have I had. 
Humor often. ' 
but wit seldom. 
I 
som etim es 
think 
that it is 
because I have 
used 
the 
wrong tactics 
Perhaps if I had ban­ 
tered them they would have retaliated, j 
I fancy that their reputation for wit is 
largely of 
English 
manufacture, and 
that the Englishm an calls it forth by 
his undoubted feeling of superiority 
The wit is at his expense. 
W e w ere passing a little opening in 
the woods the day I rode wit Ii Michael, 
and I said to him: “That would be a 
tine place for fairies.”

led by them into a bog with their false 
lights.” 
“Oh,” said Michael, quick as wink, 
“so have I. 
T hey’d l ade you to folly 
the lights, an’ the 
firrst 
thing 
y e ’d 
know y e’d be up to your waist iii a 
bog. 
But there s none of them here­ 
abouts, now.” 
And that ended M ichael’s remarks 
about fairies. 
And that was further 
than m ost of them would go until I 
m et an old woman on the w est coast. 
She, after I had gained hor confidence, 
talked quite freely with me. 
I asked her if she had ever seen any 
of the red leprechauns ti ani not sure 
of the spelling) that are so m ischiev­ 
ous to housewives, and are so fond of 
cream, aud while sin* had not seen any 
herself a friend of hers had seen two 
of them. 
“Wan had 
a 
red 
cap on, an the 
other was dressed all 
in 
green, and 
they was wregtlin’ in a field. 
“An wance I looked out of the win 
der (she had grown absorbed in her 
own talk n o w ) an’ I saw over there 


right hand 
an’ a 
crown 
upon 
her 
head.” 
“And did she look angry?" 
“Indeed sin* didn’t. 
A beautiful face 
she had. an’ sh e com e straight for H is 
winder, an’ w hen she was alm ost be­ 
fore it I put up ray hands to my eyes, 
for I thought that if she was coining 
out of the other space and I w as the 
first sh e met here she m ight do harm 
to me, and ’tw as well not to look at : 
her-—and when 
I 
opened 
m y 
ey es 
again she w as gone. 
Oh, never will I 
see so finely m ade a wom an again; 
the calves of her beautiful legs 
and 
the arni raised high above W*r head 
like a queen.” 
.Margaret stood looking out of the 
window at the mountain opposite, aud 
I said nothing for fear she would stop 
talking. 
After a few* m om ents she went on: 
"Wan day I saw an elephant over on 
the m ountain side, an’ him filling his 
trunk with water for a long journey— 
oh, it s inanny the thing I see. but I 
don’t mind if I never see them, only 
they com e to m e.” 
Filling one’s trunk with w ater for a 
long journey would not appeal to a 
drummer, but this flippant thought I 
did not e xtend to Margaret. 
Perhaps

have 
understood, as 
drum m ers are bagm en on the other 
side. 
That is Ibex 
are 
bagm en 
In 
books. 
In hotels they ar** com m ercial 
men. 
Margaret was not yet through telling 
me the tilings she had seen. 
I w as 
told that there were som e people that 
slit1 would not talk to on occult sub 
jects, foaling their badinage, but ber 
sincerity w as so evident that I could 
not have joked with her on the subject 
if I had thought of doing so. 
“W ance I saw the pres e t King Ed­ 
ward, an’ him about to be crowned, 
an’ he w as iii the heavens lying on a 
bed, and 
his 
w ife 
standing 
near, 
dressed in a drt ss with short sleeves 
an’ point lace on them, an 1 I said to 
me m aster (M argaret 
w as 
living 
in 
se r v ic e >. 
Sure he ll not be crowned 
this time.* 
“An’ that very evening 
the 
new s 
cam e that the king w as ill, and he was 
not crowned that tim e at all. 
A n’ the 
pitcher 
in 
the 
papers 
afterward 
showed the queen in point lace as I 
had seen her.” 
Afterward I talked to the gentlem an 
for whom this ancient 
woman 
kept 
house, and he said there w as no end 
to the queer things she had seen. 
Ho 
told m e that once she 
saw 
iii 
“the 
heavens” a funeral 
cortege 
issuing 
from a sm allish house, with big, black 
horses, plumed and draped, and draw ­ 
ing a hearse, aud iii it either the pope 
or a 
queen. 
“Som e one 
high 
up,” 
Margaret said. 
That evening cam e the new s of the 
death of Queen Victoria. 
Of course this 
is “m erely” 
second 
sight, but if you don’t believe in such 
things you don t feel like sculling when 
people see visions that com e true. 
I was unfortunate 
enough 
not 
to 
m eet a Galway woman, an ignorant 
peasant, who saw a vision that shaped 
itself around a ruined castle. 
She said to my inform ant (one of 
the leaders in the Gaelic revival) that 
w hile she was looking at the castle 
one day a band «vt* young gentlem en 
on horseback and 
strangely 
dressed 
cam e riding up to the* castle, and in 
the w indow s of 
it w ere m any 
hand­ 
som e women, gaily dressed and with 
their hair brushed up from their fore­ 
heads, and they were* laughing and 
talking. 
And when the young horse 
m en cam e to the ditch that was around 
the castle a platform that was laid 
against Hie wall 
w as let 
down 
by 
chains, and over the bridge thus made 
the gay young m en rode and joined 
the chattering ladies. 
T his w as a wom an who would 
not 
have heard of m oats and drawbridges, 
and but little of the castle remained 
save the four walls. 
She bad seen a 
vision— so my informant, a woman of 
forceful intellect, told me-—and I be­ 
lieved it then— and

and lf the revelation ever does m ani­ 
fest itself at all, doubting T hom ases

habitat will prove to be Ireland. 
And when they are proved to ovist, 
remember that I said 
I 
believe* 
in 
them.

On th e island of Yezo iii northern 
Japan, and on certain of the Hurtle 
islands which extend northwards to 
wards Kam tchatka, there dw ells to­ 
day a rue*1 of people distinct in type1. 
T hey arc* the Hairy Ainu, and although 
num bers of their 
settlem en ts 
have 
from tim e to time1 been visited by 
travelers, m ost of tile inhabitants have 
been living in a sem i-civilized state 
Very few have seen the true* Ainu, as 
they are still to be seen, living in 
barbaric style <wi the* wildest parts of 
Yezo island. 
A m ong various 
writers 
who have contributed to the literature 
on the subject of the Ainus, no one 
has given a more graphic description 
of th ese natives than Mr. A. ll. Sav­ 
age Lander. 
He1 had previously com ­ 
pleted a long and arduous journey, 
which em braced a tour of the w hole 
coast of Yezo and part o f the Kurile 
islands, during whic h he* spe nt many ' 
m onths studying the habits and cu s­ 
tom s o f these* (plaint people. 
Although 
the 
present 
writer has also visited 
parts of Yezo, and traveled along the 
whole1 length pf the Kurile islands, he 
dexes not attem pt, in such an article as i 
this, to do m ore than touch briefly up­ 
on one* or two custom s of the1 \inu. As 
their nam e suggests, they are a race 
of exceedingly hairy people. 
T he men 
grow great beards, of which they art* 
« Ma ssively proud, and their b nib s are 
thickly covered with hair, alm ost Ii Vc** 
m em bers of the m onkey tribe. 
T he 
wom en grow n o hair on tin ir faces, 
but seem to find a solace 
for 
this 
im aginary defect in tattooing m ous­ 
taches on their lips, and often primi­ 
tive designs on their hands and arms 
and a lso across their foreheads. Young 
unmarried w om en have 
very 
little 
tattooing on them ; but, on ce a w om ­ 
an is married, her husband se e m s to 
take a pride iii decorating his brid** 
with representations of hirsnte adorn 
meat. 
The modus operandi 
is 
one 
which requires considerable fortitude 
on the part of the patient, since the 
crudest form of tattooing is adopted. 
This con sists of m aking a num ber of 
incisions in the skin with the point of 
a knife. 
Cuttle-fish black or sm oke 
black is then rubbed into the wounds, 
and tin1 operation sets up great 
in­ 
flammation of the lips, and is very 
painful. 
A characteristic of the Ainu race is 
the color of their skin, which is of a 
deep bronze or copper color, and in 
n o w i s e resem bles any other 
of 
tin1 
oriental races, but is more like that 
of the American 
red 
Indians. 
The 
Ainu have no records, written or oth­ 
erw ise, of their form er history, nor of 
how and w hence they com e to inhabit 
the island of Yezo. 
Th est* matters 
seem unknown to them, and even to 
anthropologists. 
Legends. 
however, 
exist am ong certain of the Ainu to 
the effect that many years ago Yezo 
w as Inhabited by a race of dim inutive 
people who w ere conquered, and ap 
parently exterm inated, by tin* Ainu. 
T hese people were called by the Ainu 
Koro-pok-kurn. or pit dwellers, owing 
to their habit of living in hills 
con­ 
structed over a form 
of 
rectangular, 
circular, or 
oval-shaped 
pit, 
many 
traces of which arc still found in Yezo 
and the Kurile Islands. 
A few years 
ago the present writer also discovered 
on the Behring sea coast of Alaska 
som e very perfect rem ains of a pit 
dwellers* village, which is quite unlike 
! any settlem en ts m ade to d a y by the 
Eskim o or Aleut natives of Alaska 


I Tho Ainus claim that at som e rem ote 
period they w ere them selves the in­ 
habitants of som e far northern conn- 
i try. ami as evidence of th is they cite 
, their hairy bodies. 
They say, "Why. 
if we did not com e irom a cold coun­ 
try, should we need to have skins like 
a hear?” 
It is possible that they did 
I m igrate southw ards from the shores of 
I the Behring sea, either by way of the 
Aleutian Islands, or along the coasts of 
K am tchatka and the Kuriles. 
One good trait In the Ainu character 
is their great bravery, and this is a 
quality held in high esteem among 
them . On the island o f Yezo, and som e 
of the Kuriles, bears are very num er­ 
ous. 
T he Ainu m en, who are merely 
armed with such primitive weapons as 
hows, arrows and knives, hunt and 
kill a great number 
of 
bears. 
One 
sp ecies of these bears (U rsus ferox) is 
notoriously savage. 
One of the most 
curious and unnatural custom s of the 
Ainu has puzzled me as to its origin. 
At certain seasons of the year the men 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old Liars are killed, their skins an i 
•lu ll* being brought home. The skulls 


are often erected on 
sticks, 
w here 
they remain as trophies outside tho 
hunter’s dwelling. 
AII 
young 
bear 
cubs which are captured arc brought 
hom e to th*1 settlem ents, w here tho 
wom en of flu* tribe adopt them, and 
actually suckle these beasts as th**y 
would the ir own children. 
The object 
is that in dm* course of tim e these 
young cubs shall be killed and eaten 
at what is known as a “Bear Festival.” 
Often when the cubs grow too big to 
be nursed any longer, th ey are con­ 
fined iii a kind of wooden ca ge until

the tim e arrives for th ese festivals. 
T he unfortunate bear cub is tied to a 
post in the center of a group of Ainus. 
A headm an of the village tea ses the 
cub with som e shreds of willow bark 
fastened to the end of a pole, while 
two other m en stand with their bow s 
drawn it ady to shoot th*1 victim as it 
stands on its hind legs. 
Although tho 
w riter has visited native settlem en ts 
of all the different races which dwell 
on the northern shores of Asia and 
America, from the Arctic ocean dow n­ 
wards. he has never encountered 
a 
similar 
custom 
am ong 
any 
other 
tribes. 
The Ainu. like the E skim o of A m or 
lea and the T chnktchis of northeast 
Siberia, have no religion. 
They have 
no know ledge of a Suprem e Being and 
no belief I., a future state. Mr. Landor. 
who quest inned many natives on vari 
Otis subjects, w as once scornfully told 
by one of them that "the Ainu are 
taught nothing and they know noth­ 
ing.” 
This 
exactly 
describes 
th** 
stat*1 in which they live. 
Certain of 
the Ainu intermarry with tho Japan­ 
ese, and hence one set s a number of 
half-breeds. 
A lso w here their village.-* 
are In proximity to Japanese settle 
m ents. the natives to a great extent 
adopt Japanese attire, w hereas am ong 
the true Ainu, in warm weather, all 
forms of clothes art1 conspicuous by 
their abience. 
Any i erson who seek s experience 
am ong a strange people will be amply 
repaid by a visit to th e Ainu of Yezo. 
But let not the wanderer pay too Kina 
a visit to the in te r i o r of 
an 
Ainu 
house, u nless he bt* im m une from the 
effects of evil sm ells, for sea*, eely, even 
am idst 
the 
m ost 
savage 
northern 
races, have I ever known anything to 
equal the uncleanliness of Ainu dw ell­ 
ings. nor encountered any creatures 
of the human race more 
dirty 
and 
odoriferous than the Hairy Ainu them ­ 
selves.
